^ Chunk,  son-in-law  of  our  illustrious 
founder,  has  again  demonstrated  that  both  the 
interest  of  his  family  in  the  University  and  their 
well  known  generosity  is  ever  on  the  increase. 

Dr.  Stubbs,  a gentleman  of  Oxford,  Pa.,  has 
spent  much  time  during  his  long  life  in  making 
what  is  now  a fine  collection  of  archaeological 
specimens.  This  collection  Dr.  Stubbs  desired 
to  be  preserved  as  a whole;  and  Mr.  Cum- 
mings, with  characteristic  liberality,  has  pur- 
chased it  for  the  University.  It  comprises  from 
1,500  to  2,000  pieces,  mainly  the  weapons  and 
utensils  of  those  Indian  tribes  whose  home  was 
along  the  Susquehanna  and  in  the  eastern  part 
of  Pennsylvania.  This  most  valuable  dona- 


tion will  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Cummings 
archaeological  collection. 

'^nr^HE  University  has  lo.st  another  valuable 
man  in  the  person  of  Enos  K.  Bachman, 
E.M.,  who  graduated  in  the  Class  of  ’83,  and 
who  has  for  the  past  two  years  performed  with 
greatest  satisfaction  the  duties  of  Instructor  in 
Mining  and  Metallurgy.  Mr.  Bachman’s  health 
is  such  as  necessitates  his  availing  himself  of  a 
much  needed  rest  and  a change  in  climate. 

As  his  successor,  E.  B.  Petersen,  C.E , ’85, 
has  been  cho.sen.  While  an  under-graduate 
Mr.  Petersen  showed  himself  to  be  entirely 
fitted  for  his  new  position,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  he  will  do  its  offices  mo.st  accepta- 
bly. 

^ I '*'‘HE  result  of  the  University  foot-ball 
matches  so  far  played  has  been  most 
gratifying,  and  we  all  have  cause  to  congratu- 
late ourselves  that  the  team  is  doing  such  e.x- 
cellent  work.  But  in  spite  of  the  good  work 
they  have  done  there  seem  to  be  many  points 
in  which  our  team  can  impiove.  Among  other 
things  there  is  a lack  of  combined,  mutually 
dependent  playing  on  the  part  of  the  men.  As 
a rule,  the  individual  playing  of  the  members 
of  the  team  is  very  good,  but  in  every  game 
so  far  played,  they  ha\T,  without  exception, 
failed  to  support  each  other  at  critical  mo- 
ments. This  is  one  of  the  essentials  of  success 
in  playing  foot-ball.  Good  team  work  will 
always  accomplish  more  than  brilliant  indi- 
vidual playing.  This  defect  in  our  playing  is 
the  result  of  the  small  amount  of  practice  which 
the  team  have  together,  and  the  usual  sight, 
on  the  grounds,  of  only  about  half  of  the  team 
lined  up  for  practice,  does  not  promise  well  for 
any  improvement  in  this  respect.  It  can  be 
done  away  with  by  constant,  systematic  work 
together,  and  we  hope  it  will  be  done. 
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^ I recent  refusal  by  the  authorities  of 

Dickinson  College  to  grant  entrance  to 
a colored  youth,  the  son  of  one  of  the  college  j 
janitors,  because  of  the  determined  opposition  j 
of  certain  of  its  students,  who  threatened  a j 
most  unpleasant  time  not  only  to  the  youth  ; 
himself,  if  admitted,  but  to  the  father  as  well,  [ 
has  occasioned  considerable  comment  and  there 
is  much  doubt  whether  this  action  will  be  com- 
mended by  the  college  world  at  large,  and  es- 
pecially by  those  inclined  to  favor  a consistent  i 
obliteration  of  all  race  differences  and  prejudices 
in  educational  fields. 

At  Lehigh  we  have  had  one  who,  besides 
having  the  honor  of  leading  his  class,  conduct- 
ed himself  in  such  a way  as  to  win  the  highest 
opinions  and  greatest  respect  of  his  fellow  stu- 
dents; and  his  unfortunate  death  at  the  end  of  | 
his  freshman  year  was  univ'ersally  lamented. 


~r  T is  with  the  intention  of  encouraging  the 
many  as  yet  unknown  geniuses,  whose  tal- 
ents fit  them  for  a position  on  the  staff  of  The 
Burr  and  Epitome  boards,  or  to  take  a promi- 
nent part  on  Class-Day,  etc.,  that  The  Burr 
offers  the  following  prizes,  to  be  awarded  to 
the  under-graduate  members  of  the  University.

the  proper  box  address.  The  Burr  is  exceed- 
ingh'  anxious  that  the  number  of  competitors 
will  be  large,  and  hopes  to  publish  in  the  Janu- 
ary number  a prose  tale,  a college  song,  and  a 
poem  of  genuine  merit. 

T X any  department,  no  matter  how  excellent 
its  arrangement  or  management  may  be, 
the  proposal  of  something  calculated  to  better 
this  or  to  convenience  in  a greater  degree  those 
benefited  by  it,  should  be  received  in  the  same 
spirit  as  it  is  given.  And  when  this  spirit  is 
obviously  one  prompted  by  a desire  for  greater 
facilities,  and  at  the  same  time,  the  idea  is  en- 
tirely practicable,  we  think  it  incumbent  on 
the  authorities  in  the  matter  to  at  least  mve  it 

o 

due  consideration. 

As  the  organ  of  our  students,  aiming  to  ad- 
vance their  best  interests.  The  Burr  feels 
called  upon  to  make  such  a suggestion  in 
regard  to  the  Library. 

The  general  management  of  this  department 
of  the  University  we  see  no  reason  either  to 
extol  or  to  criticise ; but  that  in  a very  important 
particular  it  is  lacking  can  not  help  occurring 
to  the  mind  of  any  one  who  makes  an  exami- 
nation of  the  arrangement.  Upon  entering  the 
alcoves  of  the  Library  one  is  confronted  by  a 
perfect  sea  of  books,  and  with  absolutely  no 
directions  as  to  procuring  such  as  may  be  de- 
sired. The  start  is  made  to  hunt  them  up;  but 
while  the  search  is  prosecuted  the  mind  grad- 
ually becomes  confused  and  possessed  of  the 
idea  that  either  its  powers  for  comprehending 
such  things  are  deficient  or  the  arrangement  of 
the  volumes  is  particularly  unfortunate. 

We  are  convinced  that  the  latter  is,  to  a cer- 
tain extent,  the  fault;  but,  even  with  the  present 
arrangement, — and  we  are  fully  aware  of  what 
an  immense  amount  of  work  it  would  be  to 
alter  it  — to  obtain  such  books  as  may  be 
desired  could  at  least  be  facilitated  by  some 
such  plan  as  having  in  each  alcove  an  indica- 
tion of  the  general  character  of  its  contents 
with  such  sub-divisions  as  may  render  unnec- 
essary a search  through  the  entire  alcove — 
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and  each,  indeed,  forms  a fair  sized  library  in 
itself. 

The  adoption  of  this  or  a similar  plan  is 
looked  forward  to  and  confidently  expected. 
There  is  certainly  nothing  to  hinder  it.  It  is  in 
use  in  numerous  libraries,  and  decades  ago  was 
voted  most  satisfactory. 

In  connection  with  the  Library,  and  if  an 
announcement  is  a fitting  addition  to  a propo- 
sal, we  take  pleasure  in  stating  that,  through 
the  kindness  of  the  Director  of  the  Library, 
The  Burr  will  be  enabled  hereafter  to  give  a 
list  of  the  most  important  acquisitions  of  each 
month. 

T T is  not  the  purpose  of  this  editorial  to  en- 
ter  into  a discussion  upon  the  beneficial 
effect  which  college  athletics  have  upon  college 
life.  That  ground  has  already  been  traveled 
over  by  men  of  strong  minds,  and  the  conclu- 
sion reached,  as  far  as  it  can  be  summed  up  in  a 
few  words,  is  that  when  not  indulged  in  to  an 
excess — and  surely  that  charge  can  never  be 
brought  against  Lehigh — athletics  have  an  in- 
direct influence  which  is  decidedly  beneficial. 
For  a young  college  we  have  done  fairly  well, 
and  notwithstanding  certain  hindrances  which 
we  can  sincerely  hope  to  get  rid  of,  the  pros- 
pect for  the  future  of  our  athletics  is  decidedly 
promising.  It  is  in  no  complaining  spirit  that 
the  few  words  following  are  written,  but  with 
an  earnest  desire  to  see  the  evil  remedied  or  at 
least  mitigated  to  some  small  extent. 

Money  is  imperatively  necessary  to  carry  on 
athletics  as  they  should  be  carried  on.  It  is 
not  implied  that  much  cannot  be  done  without 
money.  On  the  contrary,  whatever  success 
we  have  already  achieved  has  been  with  but 
little  cost  to  us  and  almost  no  individual  sacri- 
fice. VVe  have  now  advanced  as  far  as  advance 
is  possible  unless  a much  better  financial  sup- 
port of  general  athletics  is  furnished,  and  it  is 
because  this  fact  is  so  true  and  so  self-evident 
to  those  who  really  take  an  active  interest  in 
Lehigh’s  standing  in  the  athletic  world,  that 
this  editorial  is  written  in  the  earnest  hope 


that  a few  at  least  may  awake  to  a full  compre- 
hension of  the  real  state  of  affairs. 

The  grounds  of  the  Athletic  Association  are 
located  as  favorably  as  we  could  wish,  but  there 
is  room  for  great  improvement  not  only  in  the 
track  but  also  in  the  field.  It  is  through  the 
beneficence  of  the  founder  of  the  University 
that  our  gymnasium,  of  which  we  may  well  be 
proud,  was  built  and  it  is  now  incumbent  up- 
on the  under  graduates  and  alumni  to  do  their 
share  toward  advancing  athletics.  Yale  at  the 
present  time  is  building  a handsome  gymna- 
sium, the  gift  of  loyal  alumni.  We  need  not 
look  for  gifts  of  great  value.  The  oldest  of  our 
alumni  have  not  spent  more  than  twenty  years 
away  from  the  shades  of  Packer  Hall.  Then 
too,  the  classes  at  the  first  were  small  in  num- 
ber. But  it  is  when  we  hear  of  the  success 
which  many  of  them  have  attained  that  we  are 
surprised  at  the  lack  of  interest  taken  by  them 
in  the  college  which  so  well  equipped  them  for 
their  respective  professions.  It  is  perfectly  well 
known  that  man  is  to  a very  great  extent  a 
creature  of  habit.  This  principle  applies  to  the 
present  case.  If  the  habit  of  making  donations 
to  athletics  is  inaugurated  by  a few  of  the 
alumni,  others  will  soon  follow  in  their  foot- 
steps. 

To  the  undergraduates  a word  is  necessary. 
Some  are  sufficiently  enthusiastic;  many  are 
not.  All  are  backward  in  joining  the  Athletic 
Association,  although  the  total  tax  for  mem- 
bership for  a year  is  unusually  small.  All 
should  without  exception  be  members,  and  al- 
though the  committee  deemed  it  wise  to  admit 
members  of  the  association  to  the  fall  sports  at 
half  price,  yet  there  should  be  enough  enthusi- 
asm amongst  us  to  render  such  action  totally 
unnecessary.  Under  the  new  regime  the  im- 
provement in  athletics  has  been  marked.  Let 
the  good  work  go  on.  Let  it  not  be  impeded 
by  individual  .selfishness  and  a total  lack  of  in- 
terest.

FOUNDER’S  DAY. 

ON  October  14th,  the  eighth  Founder’s 
Day  was  observed  at  the  University. 
The  lowering  skies,  customary  to  the  occasion, 
no  doubt  prevented  a larger  attendance  at  the 
memorial  service  held  at  eleven  o’clock  in  the 
chapel.  Many  distinguished  visitors  helped 
to  comfortably  fill  the  room,  among  whom 
were  E.  P.  Wilbur,  Esq.,  president  of  the  Le- 
high Valley  Railroad  and  founder  of  the  Wil- 
bur Scholarship;  Hon.  Eckley  B.  Coxe,  of 
Drifton,  who  delivered  the  address  on  the 
same  occasion  two  years  ago;  Conrad  B.  Day 
and  Judge  Hanna,  of  Philadelphia,  and  Hon. 
W.  H.  Sovvden,  of  Allentown.  The  remainder 
of  the  audience  was  made  up  of  a number  of 
the  young  ladies  at  Bishopthorpe  and  of  cadets 
at  Selwyn  Hall,  of  appreciative  towns-people 
and  students  in  the  University.  The  usher- 
ing was  attended  to  by  Messrs.  Coleman, 
Bradford,  Millholland,  Gaston,  Miner  and  Ste- 
venson of  the  Junion  Class. 

After  an  overture  by  the  Germania  Orches- 
tra, of  Philadelphia,  Rev.  C.  Kinloch  Nelson, 
rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  opened 
the  exercises  by  reading  the  special  lesson  and 
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prayers  for  the  University  and  its  students.  A 
selection  was  rendered  by  the  orchestra  and 
then  the  President  of  the  University  introduced 
to  the  audience  “a  gentleman  of  extended  repu- 
tation as  a philanthropist  and  a lawyer  and 
one  with  positive  opinions  and  the  courage  to 
champion  them — the  speaker  of  the  day,  Hon. 
Richard  Vaux,  of  Philadelphia.” 

Mr.  Vaux  opened  his  address  with  the  re- 
mark, “Time,  as  we  comprehend  the  meaning 
of  duration,  has,  as  its  constituents,  was,  noiv 
and  to  be''  He  enlarged  upon  the  institutions 
and  civilization  of  antiquity  and  compared 
them  with  those  of  the  present  day.  He  main- 
tained that  progress  now  is  merely  retrogra- 
tion,  lamenting  that  we  cannot  leave  as  great 
a legacy  to  to  be  as  was  has  bequeathed  to  notv. 
He  referred  to  the  founder  of  Lehigh  Uni- 
versity as  having  exercised  a liberality  worthy 
of  an  exalted  and  unforgetable  commendation, 
and  by  which  our  students  are  surrounded 
with  facilities  and  aids  of  the  highest  character 
for  acquiring  knowledge. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  address,  Mr.  Vaux 
received  the  heartiest  applause  from  his  hearers. 
The  orchestra  then  rendered  another  selection 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Nelson  closed  the  service  with 
the  benediction.

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constantly  grew  upon  me,  so  that,  by  my 
Senior  year,  I was  cordially  disliked  through- 
out the  college.  At  last  all  was  ready,  and 
after  slight  hesitation  I mixed  my  potion  and 
drank  it  down.  My  first  feeling  was  one  of 
exceeding  laziness,  then  a great  toughness 
of  spirit  took  possession  of  me,  and  finally  I 
emerged,  feeling  a light-heartedness  unknown 
to  me  except  in  the  most  glorious  days  of  my 
Freshman  year.  I looked  in  the  glass  and  saw 
for  the  first  time  the  now  hated  form  and  fea- 
tures of  Nolan,  ’90.  Then  it  was  that  I saw 
what  I had  done.  My  physical  appearance 
had  been  changed,  along  with  my  moral  nature. 
Nolan  was  much  more  youthful  in  figure  than 
Towler  had  been,  and  the  cane  and  silk  hat  of 
Towler  looked  odd  upon  Nolan.  A frank, 
boyish  light  shown  out  at  the  eyes  of  the  being 
in  which  I found  my  personality  clothed,  which 
told  me  at  once  that  I had  accomplished  my 
object.  I determined  to  sally  forth  and  try 
myself  in  my  long-forgotten  role.  Through 
my  whole  being  tingled  a frenzy  of  delight. 

It  was  the  night  of  the  cane-rush,  unfortunately 
for  me,  and,  though  all  my  better  feelings  as  a 
Senior  cried  out  in  favor  of  ’89,  I entered  the 
ranks  of  ’90  and  fought  so  heroically  that  I was 
lodged  in  jail  by  students  who  thought  me  a 
rough,  naturally  enough,  judging  from  the 
clothes  of  Towler,  which,  never  becoming  him, 
hung  about  my  shrunken  figure  in  folds. 
Bitterly  I repented  of  my  folly  in  venturing  out 
without  the  means  of  restoring  Towler,  ’87,  to 
the  world.  I was  kept  in  jail  almost  wild  with 
anxiety,  without  a cent  to  purchase  my  release, 
without  a person  in  the  world  who  had  the 
faintest  idea  who  I was,  and,  worse  than  all, 
my  exper  i ments  had  been  so  costly  that  my  land- 
lady had  been  daily  threatening  to  turn  me  out. 

I was  finally  released,  and  stealthily  creeping 
along  the  streets,  I found  to  my  terror  that  my 
furniture  had  been  sold,  my  drugs  destroyed 
and  my  room  let  out  to  another.  In  vain 
Nolan  tried  to  persuade  my  landlady  that  he 
was  Towler.  She  naturally  refused  to  see,  in 
a beardless  stripling,  clothed  in  enormous  , 


garments,  struggling  to  tell  his  tale  between 
wild  bursts  of  laughter  and  irrepressible  tears, 
the  morose,  grave  Senior  who  had  left  her 
house  the  week  before.  This  is  now  the  fourth 
day  since  Nolan’s  unsuccessful  attempt  to  lose 
him.self  in  Towler.  Homeless  and  friendless 
he  takes  his  rest  in  alleys  and  boxes.  He  has 
not  the  resolution,  nor  indeed  the  funds  to 
begin  as  a Freshman  and  work  his  way  up  to 
the  knowledge  necessary  to  niake  the  transfor- 
mation. If  he  attempts  to  enter  the  laboratory 
to  get  some  chemicals  with  which  to  experi- 
ment, he  is  mercilessly  deluged  by  the  wash 
bottles  of  the  Sophomores  at  work  there.  His 
hand  is  now  penning  this  work,  in  one  of  his 
saner  moments,  as  a warning  to  all  who  may 
be  tempted  to  do  anything  similar.  Where  he 
will  end  he  has  not  the  foresight  to  determine, 
for  even  the  joyousness  of  nature  which  ran 
through  his  veins  is  leaving  him.  His  only 
outlook  in  life  is  to  be  a miserable  tramp,  and 
finally  to  perish  in  some  almshouse,  unknown 
and  unwept.

COLLEGE  NOTES. 

Co.MMEXTs. — The  present  college  year  opens  under 
favorable  circumstances,  as  regards  numbers  at  least, 
throughout  almost  the  entire  countr\-.  Several  colleges 
enter  this  year  the  largest  classes  on  their  records,  and 
nearly  all  show  an  increase  in  attendance  over  former 
3^ears. 

The  experiment  of  voluntary  chapel  attendance  at 
Harvard  is  one  which  has  caused  considerable  interest, 
and  which  from  present  appearances  promises  to  be 
successful.  The  college  authorities  have  appointed  six 
ministers  to  take  charge  of  the  chapel  services.  They 
are  all  graduates  of  Harvard,  and  represent  four 
denominations — two  L'nitarian,  two  Orthodox,  one 
Episcopalian,  and  one  Baptist.  So  far,  the  attendance 
has  been  very  satisfactory,  sometimes  larger  than  before 
the  new  order  was  adopted. 

Co-education  seems  to  be  steadily  advancing.  The 
Han  ard  Annex  is  in  a most  flourishing  condition : 
Columbia  and  Cornell  have  followed  suit,  and  Brown  is 
considering  a change  in  the  same  direction. 

The  Petinsylvanian  contains  an  article  advocating 
the  establishment  by  the  U ni versity  of  a Book  Exchange, 
the  object  of  which  would  be  to  buy  the  old  text  books 
from  the  students  as  they  finish  with  them,  and  then  to 
sell  them  to  the  new  classes  at  an  advance  on  the  price 
paid,  only  sufficient  to  cover  the  necessary  expenses. 
The  item  of  text  books,  here  as  at  other  colleges,  is  not 
an  insignificant  one,  particularly  in  the  technical  courses, 
and  an  arrangement  something  like  that  suggested, 
would  be  of  great  help  to  all  the  students.  There  is  no 
particular  reason  why  students  should  be  compelled  to 
pay  the  large  per  centage  added  to  the  prices  paid  by 
the  dealers  in  second-hand  books,  or  why  they  should 
have  to  buy  new  books  to  use  for  only  a term,  and 
which  they  will  never  look  into  afterward.  The  writer 
admits  that  his  scheme  contains  many  impracticabilities, 
and  they  would  probably  be  greater  at  Lehigh  than  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  but  with  our  increasing 
classes,  and  the  corresponding  increase  in  the  demand 


for  text  books,  the  subject  is  at  least  worth  thinking 
over.
